Recommendations 
Overhauling of Dry Statutes 
Willebrandt Plea

Among other things, Mrs. Ma- 
bel Walker Willebrandt, the as- 
sistant Attorney-General in charge 
of prohibition enforcement, asked 
for heavier penalties for prohibi- 
tlon-law violators, a general ver- 
hauling of the statutes dealing with 
rum smuggling, and an increase In 
legal and judicial personne! to ex- 
pedite the handling of Hauor cases 


generally. 

The Attorney-General himself 
recommended longer terme 
grand juries, better pay for district 
attorneys, additional Federal 
judges, and several other legisia- 
tive 3 to make legal actions 
easier. @ made no direct refer- 
ence to prohibition, but incorporat- 
ed in his report without comment 
the, recent findings of the confer- 
ence of senior cireult judges con- 
demning excessive use of conspir- 
acy charges in litigation of the 
class embracing prohibition of- 


manufacture, sale, 
and importation, 
particular constitutional condem- 
nation, the penalties should be 
much higher.” 


SAYS CASES INCREASING 

Various phase’ of enforcement 
were discussed Mr.. Wille- 
brandt, although she did not touch 
on the recent neorganization of the 
Treasury's enforcement staff. She 
decla that despite an tnsistent 
effort to expedite action in prohi- 
tion cases, the number of such 
cases pending increased from 22,- 
330 on June 30, 1924, to 25,334 on 
the same date in 1925.

“Tt Is quite apparent that the 
Federal judicial machinery has 
reached ita peak in the disposition 
of cases,” said Mrs. Willebrindt’s 
report. “Additional judges and in- 
creased office help for United States 
attorneys are absolutely necessary 
to bring about a more speedy dis- 
position of criminal cases in the 
congested districts.”

WANTS EXPLICIT RIGHTS 

Mrs. Willebrandt asked for leg- 
islation giving more explicit au- 
thority to seize small boats operat- 
ing in violation of the law, and 
defining more accurately the boun- 
dary lines between judicial cir- 
cults along shore, so as to settle 
troublesome jurisdictional ques- 
tions.

thorize removal to the Federal 
courts of actions begun in State 
courts against Federal agents: rec- 
ommended an expansion of author- 
ity to issue Federal subpoenas in 
the preparation of criminal cases: 
advocated authorization for grand 
juries to sit during three succeed- 
ing terms of court and to have 
stenographers present: suggested 
legislation to facilitate the re- 
moval of a defendant from one 
Federal jurisdiction to another: 
and renewed the plea of previous 
administrations that Congress cor- 
rect an anomaly of law which now 
makes it no Federal criminal of- 
tense to kill a Federal agent. 

The recommendations of the 
senior Cirerit Judges that Con-

Deputy Mafmol, who owns 
large banana plantations in the 
State of Tabasco, expressed him- 
self as optimistic as to the agri- 
cultural and general industrial fu- 
ture of Mexico. The principal that 
the subsoil rights belong to the 
government, and that large estates 
must be divided among the peons 
will continue to be adhered to, at 
the same time vested interests wil! 
be protected, according to Marmol. 

“Peons who have no lands may 
buy farm lands from the govern- 
ment on very liberal terms, but 
must move onto euch lands and a- 
tually ‘develop them if they are to 
hold them,” he sald. “Each family 
is given the right to acquire a 
small tract of land. Peons who 
are now employed on plantations 
are not given lands,” he declared. 
“Very few large estates have been 
broken up to distribute the lands, 
and these have been paid for at 
reasonable prices.” ;

It is a fundamental principle of 
our country that the people are 
sovereign. While they ize 
the undeniable authority of the 
state, they have established as its 
instrument a government of Umit- 
ed powers. They hold inviolate in 
their own hands the jurisdiction 
over their own freedom and the 
ownership of their own property. 

Neither of these can be impaired 
except by due process of law. The 
wealth of our country is not pub- 
lic wealth, but private wealth. It 
does not belong to the govern- 
ment, it belongs to the people. The 
government has no justification in 
taking private property except for 
a public purpose. It is always 
necessary to keep these principles 
in mind in the laying of taxes and 
in the making of appropriations.

“Preliminary measures are being 
taken on the Colorado River proj- 
ect which is exceedingly itmpor- 
tant for flood control, irrigation, 
power development and Water sup- 
ply to the area concerned. It would 
seem to be very doubtful, however, 
whether it is practical to secure af- 
firmative action of the Congress, 
except under a joint agreement of 
the several States. 

“The government has already ex- 
pended large sums upon scientific 
research and engineering investi- 
gation in promotion of this Colo- 
jrado River project. The actual 
progress has been retarded for 
many years by differences among 
the seven States in the basin over 
their relative water rights and 
among different groups as to meth- 
ods. In an attempt to settle the 
primary difficulty of the water 
rights, Congress authorized the 
Colorado River Commission which 
agreed on November 24, 1922, upon 
an interstate compact to 
these rights, subject to the ratifi- 
cation of the State legislatures and 
Congress. All seven States except 
Arizona at one time ratified, the 
Arizona Legisiature making certain 
reservations which failed to meet 
the approval of the Governor. 

“Bubsequently an attempt 
made to establish the compact 
upon a six-State basis, but in this 
case California imposed reserva- 
tions. There appears to be no di- 
vision of opinion upon the major 
1 of the compact, but dit - 
culty in separating contentions as

MARKET UNEVEN 


Brisk Advance at Opening 
Halted by Selling 


Gains About Offset Losses at 
Closing Hour 


Early Rise Held Response to 
Coolidge Message 


(BY A NIGHT WIRE) . 
NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—Marked 
irregularity characterized the 
price movements in today’s stock 
market, which reacted sharply at 
the close of an early period of 


strength. Encouraged by President 
Coolidge’s prediction of continued 
prosperity, operators early in the 
day bid up price to a point 
where heavy realizing sales and 
renewed short liing were at- 
tracted. At the close new gains 
of 1 to 12 points contrasted with 
an equal number of losses rang- 
ing from 1 to 131-2 pojnts. 

e President's message to Con- 
gress Was well received in Wall 
street, which found particular 
cause for satisfaction tn his reo- 
ommendation for early tax reduc- 
tion and his approval of methods 
to expedite railroad consolidations. 
The immediate response of the 
stock market was favorable but 
the message apparently had been 
fairly well discounted and stocks 
Offered little resistance to selling 
pressure when bear traders 
launched a late attack. 


FAIIS TO STIR 

A flood of extra-and increased 
dividends failed to aroftse much 
bullish enthusiasm, although they 
included such important changes 
as the establishment of Western 
Union on an $8 annual basis, Vir- 
ginia Railway on a $6 annual basis 
and Mariand Oj] on a $4 rate. 
None of these issues responded to 
the favorable news, Marland re- 
acting a point in advance of the 
announcement, which did not come 
until after the close of the market. 
American Brake Shoe and Foun- 
dry, however, jumped 4 points on 
the announcement of a larger dis- 
bursement to stockholders. 

Motor shares, after sgveral days 
cf advancing prices, were engulfed 
by a wave of selling. Chrysler, 
which gained 18 points yesterday 
and extended its rise in today’s 
* dealings, broke 131-2 points 
to 210. General Motors, Hudson, 
Mack Trucks and Nash Motors 
crumbled 1 to $8 points. 

Price movements of standard 
industrial shares were mixed. 
American Smelting displayef im- 
preséive’ strength, mounting more 
than 3 points to a new high rec- 
ord above 128, while American 
Can rallied to 254 and closed 2 3-4 
points net higher at 252. United 
States Steel, however, fell back 
from 1373-8 to 135 1-8 and losses 
of 21-2 to 6 points were registered 
by Sloss-Sheffield, Dupont, General 
Electric and United States Cast 
Iron Pipe. 


Despite a large budget of favor- 
able news, rafiroad shares were un- 
‘able to overcome recurrent periods 

profit-taking. Norfolk and 
estern, Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis and New Orleans. 
Texas and Mexico were in demand, 
but New York Central, Atchison, 
Balt®more and Ohio and Missouri 
Pacific iszsues lost ground. Union 
Pacific also was heavy in the face 
of a favorable court decision on 
the valuation case of the Los An- 
geles and Galt Lake Railroad. 
which it controls. 

Calling of $25,000,000 in bank 

caused an advance in the 
call money rate to 51-2 per cent 
after renewals had been quoted at 
5 per cent. Time money and com- 
mercial paper rates remained un- 
changed. 

Foreign excha were mildly 
reactionary. Sterling failed to 
hold ite recent gain and the de- 
mand rate fell back to around 
$4.845-8. French francs reacted 
almost 10 points to around 3.75c. 
Trading in other European cur- 
rencies was quiet.

Smith testified the first time he was 
ever in that vicinity was when he 
was taken there after his arrest 
by Capt. J. M. Hunter, District At- 
torney’s investigator. He denied he 
had ever been there before or that 
he wae ever there with Stone. 
Calling of Smith as a State wit- 
ness came as somewhat of a ur- 
prise yesterday and a hush fell over 
the courtroom as he testified. He 
admitted he lived with Stone at 
about the time the sisters disap- 
red, but denied he knew them 
meelf or that he had ever seen 
them. He said he overheard Stone 
talking about them once when, he 
said, Stone told another man the 
police knew where they were and 
that they were in Chicago.

ATOMS CAVORT 


Audience at Pomona College 
Gets View of Wonders 


Brick of Universe’ Brought 


to Serve Mankind 


(EXCLUSIVE DiIsPaTcH) 

CLAREMONT, Dec. %8.—~The 
Well-known, crowded, busy little 
world of ours, commonly said to 
be go full of a number of things, 
ia only an atom in ninety-two va- 
rieties and a state of constant agi- 
tation’ From star to cell, the 
atoms carfy the hod of creation, 
whirling and shaping their m.ghty, 
countiess electrons into electric 
— from which the untverse is 

it. 

This, stripped of technical lan- 
guage and graphically brought to 
the vision of the audience, was the 
fascinating picture of the electron- 
fe nature of matter painted to a 


gathering of more than 250 dis- 
tinguished guests by the depart- 


ment of physics of Pomona Col- 
lege tenight. It came from the 
lips and experiments of Dr. Ro- 
land R. Tileston, head of the de- 
partment, and members of his 
classes, who assisted him. 
Tonight's lecture was the first of 
a series to be given at Pomona 


College in an effort to bring the 


never-ending wonders of «cience 
cléser to the lives of laymen whose 
support and interest have played 
a large part in mankind's recent 
gigantic strides toward knowledge. 


MIRACLE OF LAWS 

The lecture was built by the 
Gepartment of physicr around a 
succession of experiments, most of 
them ola, yet ever new, designed 
to show the electronic nature of 
matter from the simple hydrogen 
atom to the more complex forma- 
tienes and laws that give birth to 
new cométs and hold the stars in 
their courses. One by one these 
experiments caused the atoms and 
their electrons, “the bricks of the 
universe,” to shift their orbits, give 
out energy, jump from one atom 
to another and in other ways dem- 
onstrate the miraculous balance 
and ordeériiness of; cosmic laws. 

The hytrogen atom, the first in 
the scule of the ninety-two ele- 
ments of which this and other 
worlds are built, was ‘hown to the 
audience in a workable model. The 
proton, or the positive electron in 
the center of the atom, was repre- 
sented by a tiny red light. The 
electron, the tiny charge of nega- 
tive electricity whirling around the 
proton with tremendous’ velocity, 
was shown as a tiny frosted white 
light. The outer Shell of the atom 
was a white ring, four feet in di- 
ameter. A clever arrangement of 
the model made it possible to see 
how this negative electron in the 
hydrogen atem can be made to 
leave its orbit and enter a differ- 
en. plane, It is this shifting of 
the electrons orbit and the snap- 
ping back into tts accustomed 
place that gives birth to radiant 
energy, the lecturer explained. 


NEW RAY MENTIONED

mic ray, or the Millikan ray,

It was the helium atom, or rath- 
er ite working model, that opened 
the way for an interesting exhibi- 
tion of how atoms combine in 
chemical reactions. The helium 
atom. the lecturer disclosed, is 
made up of four positive electrons 
as the’ nucleus with two negative 
electrons in close proximity and 
two in the outer orbit of the atom. 
This, he explained, makes the 
atom not only elec'rically, but also 
mechanically balanced. 


REMAINS INERT 

It is this mechanical or geomet- 
tic perfection that causes ‘the 
helium atom to be inert. By this 
ie meant an inclination to remain 
as it is, at rest. The result is that 
helium shows the greatest reluc- 
tance to combine with anything elee. 
One the practical app’.cations 
of is chemical satisfaction is 
that helium win not burn—it (és 
too comfortable and peaceful to 
bother itself with combining with 
other elements. 

But other elements are not so 
happy. Lacking in mechanical bal- 
ance they are prone to combine 
with others the atoms of which 
may have a similar lack of geo- 
metrie balance and achieve an 

easier, waintained state of exe 
tence. This, it will be seen. is 
quite neressary because the elec- 
trene ar whirling round at the 
speed of light and poor mechani- 
cal balance is a bandicap. 

It ie this combination of atoms 
Into new substances that cives off 
tremendous energies and gives 
birth to the penetrating radiations 
described by Dr. Millikan. the lec- 
turer said. 

“One gram of hydrogen changing 
into helium will give off energy 
equal to kilowatt hours.” he 
said. 

Branching somewhat from the 
purely technical, Dr. Tileston add. 
ed: “The spiritual development of 
the race ie not ready to receive 
such astounding posribilities 

He aleo paid a high tribute to 
Mosely, the brilliant English ei 
entist, who at the age of 20 worked 
eet the problems of atomic 
weights and numbers. A few years 
later, fighting in the World War 
Mosely was killed just an hour be 
fore receipt of the telegram releas.
